The prior art 
does not disclose having a login service listening on a named pipe for login 
requests; receiving a login request on the named pipe where the request 
includes an identifier for a uniquely-named response pipe; wherein the named 
pipe and the uniquely-named response pipe are not similar; returning a native 
operating system identifier; using the native operating system identifier to create 
a credential object and using the credential object to login to the native operating 
system. In addition, the prior art does not disclose having a login service 
listening on a named pipe for login requests; receiving a login request on the 
named pipe where the request includes an identifier for a uniquely-named 
response pipe; wherein the named pipe and the uniquely-named response pipe 
are not similar; in response to creating the named response pipe by the program, 
acting as a named-pipe server on the named response pipe by the program; 
using a token generated during the login operation to create a credential object 
and using the credential object to login to the native operating system.
